Dank monuments 
to holocaust that 
never came still wait 
in sullen silence

SHOSHONE — When Dick Olsen 
bouglit Mammoth Ice Cave in 1954, he 
thought it would be a good place to store 
mu.shrooms. 

But the Cold War was heating up fast, 
and the Lincoln County Civil Defense 
director thought Olsen's c.avcm would \k 
perfect for housing tlious.inds of people in 
case the unthinkable happened. 

The director offered Olsen a gravel road 
from old U.S. Highway 93 in exchange for 
the use of his cave as a nuclear fallout 
shelter, and proceeded to stock the cave 
with the supplies needed to sustain 8,000 
atomic refugees. 

Thirty years later, the giant volcanic 
cavern is ji popular tourist stop between 
Twin Palls and Keichum. The supplies 
designed for nuclear survivors long .since 
spoiled in the dank cave air and were 
removed, but Mammoth Ice Cave remains 
a potential fallout shelter for residents of 
Blaine, Camas and Lincoln counties. 
r'^-^^ ^ e nVb o mU .rtffltermay bo the biggest, 
but it’s not the only remaining monument 
in the Magic Valley to the perilous ‘50s 
and ‘60s, when Americans thought the 
apoc.alypsc could be a heartbeat away. 

Nowadays. Barb Gentry uses the fallout 
shelter in iicr backyard on Aliuras Drive in 
Twin Falls to store garbage cans, old tires, 
or an occasional sack of apples or potatoes. 

“1 call it the dungeon,” she .said. 

Narrow steps lead down to the liny 
structure, barely bigger tluin a storage shed. 
A wooden door over a fool-high concrete 
entrance is the only visible sign of its 
existence. 

The shelter resembles a .stonn cellar, but 
was built with enough reinforced concrete 
to keep out harmful radiation. 
Unfortunately, it wasn’t designed to keep 
out water, so Gentry said she uses the 
musty hole to store only those things she 
doesn’t mjnd getting wet. 

Tlic collar was there when she bouglu the 
house from Dr. Harry Brumbacit, a Twin 
Falls physician. 

Brumbach said he was inspired to build 
the shelter in the late 1950s after attending 
a Sun Valley seminar at which Robert 
Oppenheimer, a physicist who headed the 
project that built the first nuclear bomb, 
and other nuclear notables outlined the 
risks of radioactive faliojJt from an atomic 
blast. 

The slieltcr cost about SI. 200 then and 
conioincd just the esseniiuls: four concrete 
walls, on exhaust vent and a pipe for 
sewage drainage. 

That investment seemed worth it at the 
time, he said. 

•'Wc felt th,at maybe the world wasn’t too 
bad to give to our children and maybe wc 
should let them live," he said. 

There are .still a few fallout shelters in 
ftill working order, including one in the 
basement of the Cassia County sheriffs 
building and another downstairs in the 
Jerome County Counliousc. Both structures 
also serve as centers for all kinds of

The Cassia shelter is the emergency 
operations center for the cciuniy and 
ineludes a backup set of radio dispatch 
equipment, as well as the working olTices 
of Cassia County Deputy Sheriff Terry 
Bingham and much of tiic sheriff’s 
•department staff. . .. 

The shelter has .a fallout factor of 500, 
Bingham said, but the last time it was used 
for an emergency was during flood 
operations in 1984. 

But it is dwarfed by tlie massive, damp 
cavern that still stands in wail north of 
Sho.shonc. 

Olsen stumbled on the cave in 1954 
while hunting bobcats. At the lime, he said, 
local residents didn't know of the giant 
volcanic chasm, but several shepherds 
signed their names in 1902 and the cave 
was known to Indians, who left luillowed 
out animal bones there after they'd eaten 
die marrow. 

Olsen obtained ownership of the cave 
and surrounding lands under a federal 
homesteading program and tried his liand at 
growing mushrooms for two years. 

When that proved loo expensive, he 
.abandoned the project and opened up the 
cave .as a toui ist attraction. 

By that time. Olsen said, tlie Cold War 
had come home. Tiie Idaho Bureau of 
Disaster Services tested his cave and rated 
it 1,000 plus — il.s highest score for fallout . 
protection — and enlisted his help. 

The agency built a platform in the cave 
to hold supplies and p,as.sed them down by 
a human chain of Shoshone High School 
students. 

Rations, Olsen said, included "dinerent 
types of cracker wafers, huge quantities of 
toilet paper and s.anilary napkins, water 
containers and carbohydrate supplements" 
that would last 8,000 people two weeks. 

No drills were conducted, Olsen said, but 
Civil Defense oftlcials knew they'd iiave to 
act in a hurry if a nuclear attack occurred. 

They told him prevailing winds would 
bring radioactive fallout to Shosiionc 
within two to three hours of a nuclear blast 
over Mountain Home Air Force Base. 75 
miles due west. If the target w;is Portland. 
Ore., they said, it might take a day. • 
Manimoth Ice Cave now draws tourists 
from around the world, eager to sec what 
Ol.sen says is the largest volcanic cave in 
the world open to tlie public, and to escape 
from the glaring desert sun to ‘lO-degrec 
subterranean chill. 

Tlie site is a bizarre fairyland with a zoo 
full of bi.son. llamas, arctic foxes and 
coyotes, and a museum eraniined with 
stuffed game and fos.sil bones. 

Visitors follow a quarter-mile self- 
guided tour of the cave, carrying propane 
lantcrn.s that cast amber ligiil onto the 
cavern's vast walls. 40 feet high and 60 feet 
wide. 

After 20 years of nuclear peace. Olsen 
said, the cave rations rusted, and were 
deposited in the city landfill. 

If thcrcls 0 nuclear attack now people 
will ^ave to supply their own food and 
blankets. 

But Olsen said the cave is still available

Pope may need surgery; 
asks for crowds’ prayers 

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
John Paul II entered a hospital 
Sunday for tests, and his 
spokesman said the pontiff had an 
intestinal problem that might 
require surgery. 

Joaquin Navarro described the 
ailment as “intestinal dysfunc- 
tion.” He said the condition may 
be related to the stomach wound 
the pope suffered during an 
assassination attempt in 1981, but 
that still had not been determined. 

During his regular Sunday noon 
appearance from a window of his 
study overlooking St. Peter’s 
Square, the 72-ycar-oId pope 
startled the crowd when he said; 

“1 would like to tell you 
something confidentially. This 
evening I'm going to Gcmclli 
Clinic for some diagnostic tests. I 
ask your prayers so that the Lord 
is near to me with his help and 
with his support." 

A black Mercedes-Benz 
convertible with John Paul alone 
in the back scat drove up to the 
hospital main entrance, at 7:25 
p.m. The pope waved to about 100 
people who had gathered outside 
the hospital to await his arrival. 

The balconies of the seven-story 
hospital were jammed with well- 
wishers, Including a patient with

NEW YORK (AP) — There were 
black activists and abortion demons 
sirators getting their messages out 
Sunday. But six bare-breasted 
women, promoting a topless bar got 
os much or more attention. 

The Rev. At Sharpton, a black 
activist and candidate for the U.S. 
Senate,' led a 16-btock march to Bill 
Clinton's midtown hotel. He 
demanded that the Democratic 
nominee-in-waiting agree to a 
detailed "urban agenda" of social 
reforms and curbs on police brutality. 

Later, the militant anti-abortion 
group Operation Rescue held a rally 
in St. John's Roman Catholic church, 
a block from . the Democratic 
National Convention site. 

Across the street, some 80 pro- 
abortion demonstrators staged a 
noisy counter-demonstration from 
behind police barricades. 

The confrontation on a usually 
quiet side street adjacent to Madison 
Square Garden attracted relatively 
little attention from either 
convention-gocrs or passersby.

Rankin eyes 
campaign 
fund limits 

LEWISTON (AP) — With the one 
percent Initiative now on the Nov. 3 
election ballot, Idaho Property 
Owners Association President Ron 
Rankin has updated his proposal for 
a new voter initiative aimed at 
limiting campaign contributions, 

The document, now being 
reviewed by the attorney general's 
office, would be on the 1994 election 
ballot if Rankin can gather 32,061 
valid voter signatures by July of that 
year. 

Rankin, who spent more than a 
year to get the property tax limitation 
measure on the ballot, is also 
running as an independent 
challenger to state Sen. Mary Lou 
Reed, D-Coeur d'Alene. 

More than S90.000 was spent in 
the Democratic primary contest 
Reed won over state Sen. Marti 
Colabrctta, D-Osbum. 

Rankin said he planned to tighten 
his proposed campaign reforms. 

“The response up and down the 
state has been 1 allowed too much 
rather than wa too tight." he said. 

He now plans to limit 
contributions from individuals, 
corporations, unions or associations 
to $100 — rather than S250 — for 
candidates seeking local or 
legislative office. 

Candidates seeking statewide 
office could accept no more than 
$250 from the contributors. That 
down from the first draff's cap of 
S500. . 

'And the new version would 
tighten .the amount of money 
candidates could receive from 
outside their district. It would require 
the candidate to-roise 75 fierccnt of 
their money from the district, or for 
statewide candidates, from within 
Id^o.

"One was that I 
was too liberal and the other was I 
was too conservative. I must be 
doing something right." 

"I don't pay much attention to that 
ideological spectrum," he added". " I 
used to describe myself as a raging 
moderate. But really, what it’s all 
about is what works to get our 
country moving again.”

Continued from A1 
example, the recent ease of the 
Californian who was visiting a game 
park in Zimbabwe. He told the U.S. 
•Embassy his wallet was lifted by a 
baboon. 

More common is the experience of 
the American woman traveling with 
several pieces of luggage and 
awaiting a train in Warsaw. As the 
woman stood by helplessly, four 
Russian-speaking thugs made off 
with all her belongings. 

Luggage visible through the 
window of a rented car is on inviting 
target in some European countries. 
When the car stops at n traffic light, 
the thieves simply smash a window 
and help themselves. 

In the Masai Mara game preserve 
in Kenya, wild animals can be less of 
a hazard than thugs who lie in wait 
for tourists who travel about in safari 
vans. 

Recently, six Americans were 


abducted from their van and 
Icrrorizcd and robbed in the Masai 
Mara. 

A class of whitc<ollar thugs who 
prey on unsuspecting foreigners has 
emerged in Nigeria. These scam 
artists lure foreigners into Nigeria 
without a visa on the promise that a 
lucrative business deal awaits them. 

"These scams arc usually both 
fraudulent and illegal, and could 
involve U.S. citizens in illegal 
activity, resulting in extortion or 
bodily harm," a Stale Department 
travel advisory on Nigeria says. 

Some traveler precautions recom- 
mended by the State Department: 

• Do not take valuable items on 
your trip. Cany travelers checks and 
major credit cords, not large amounts 
of cash. 

• Hide your valuables on your 
person. Wrapping rubber bands 
around your wallet makes it more 
di^tcult for a pickpocket lo remove. 
Don’t carry money or identification 


in a handbag; all too often, thieves 
simply take the bag, sometimes 
breaking arms in the process. If 
possible, don’t carry a handbag at all. 

• Before leaving, make a copy of 
the identification badge of yoiir 
passport. Take the copy with you on 
your trip, keeping it separate from the 
pa-ssport iLsclf While traveling, leave 
your passport and any money you 
don't need that day locked in a hotel 
safety deposit box. If local law docs 
not require you to keep your passport 
with you, carry only the photocopy of 
your passport when you leave your 
hotel. 

• Find out which parts of town 
local inhabitants consider risky. If 
you arc out alone ot night, stay in 
well-lighted areas; don't take short 
cuts or narrow alleys. 

Be especially alert in crowds. The 
most common sites for purse, bag or 
camera snatching ore the central train 
stations, crowded shopping areas and 
places heavily frequented by tourists,

Finance analysts see modest 
housing boost from rate cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tlie re- 
cent Federal Reserve cuts in interest 
rates likely will provide a quick — 
but only modest — boost to u strug- 
gling housing industry, analysts say. 

The Fed’s cuts earlier this month in 
the discount rate and the federal funds 
talc are pushing mongage rates down 
further and renewing confidence 
among home builders, whose indu.stry 
is exiremcly interest-sensitive. “Loan 
applications have jumped dramatical- 
ly,'’ said Woiien Lasko, executive 
vice preslclent of the Mortgage 
Bankers Association. But he said 
many of the new loon.s would be used 
to refinance existing mortgages. 

Still, if people are refinancing at 
lower rates, they would have more 
money to spend on things other than 
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mortgages. This could spur the econo- 
my since consumer spending repre- 
sents two-thirds of the nation's eco- 
nomic activity. 

Lasko also 'said the Fed action July 
2 would .spill over into the housing in- 
dustry. But he added, “the effect on 
.sates and starts will be tepid at best" 
because of continued high unemploy- 
ment and its effect on consumer in- 
comes and confidence. 

David F. Seiders, of the National 
Association of Home Builders, said 
the rate cut.s will not produce any dra- 
malic increase in housing activity be- 
cause of'the lousy job market."

From 1949 to 1951, the Maytik 
coihptcx discharged more than 20 
billion gallons of highly radioactive 
liquid waste directly into the Tccha 
River, wliich runs into the Arctic

Lack of parental concern 
haunts education system 


Thirty-seven years in eciueation and 
former Idaho Falls School District 
Superintendent Jerry Jaeohson is 
more worried about the slate ol 
eiiucation now than at any time. 

Thai's Irouhlin^. With all the 
advances made in eiiucation, he it in 
technology or more respectahle 
teacher salaries. Jacobson, who retired 
last week, said lack ol' parental 
involvement m;iy be the most serious 
problem facing education today. 

Divorce and other domestic 
problems and both parents working 
outside the Itome were not as 
prevalent when Jacobson began 
teaching in 1955. 

Felloes of a familiar campttign 
refrain " family values . return. Some 
politicians are more interested'in. 
using that issue I'or political gain, but 
it’s true that a decline in I'amily vjilucs 
affects everything, including 
education. Parents simply aren't 
helping to educate their children like 
they used to. They don't help with 
homework, don’t read with their 
children, aiulsdon't attend parent- 
teacher conferences. And the nation is 
hurting because of it. 

So what to do'.’ We can’t force 
parents to allot so much lime to 
rending with cliildren or require they 
become .involved in PTA. We can. 


however-. encourage pjircntal 
involvement by giving' it the same 
attention liiat drug abuse or AIDS 
awareness receives. It's clearly as 
iinporianl. 

In fact, a campaign to impress upon 
parents the importance of early 
ehiidhood education can help.prcvent 
other problems like drug abuse that 
result from ignorance, broken faniilies 
and lack of attention at home. 

We can Icam legislative candidates’ 
positions on early childhood 
education and make sure it’s ;i top 
campaign issue thfs fall. The state's 
liducalion 2O0U Committee has made 
“readiness for school" one of the top 
live priorities in education refonn. 

But lluise refomis are threatened by 
cuts in edueatioJi funding. You can be 
sure funding for reforms will be 
moved to tlic bottom of the list it the 
-0ne Pcrcent-lnitiiitiv'e. wiiicli recently' 
qualified for the general election 
ballot, passes, f. 

Jacobson, has reason ti^be worried. 
Whether his concerns canTje'alirfy'ed ' 
depends first on parents and second 
on citizens working together to 
provide the widest possible 
cducationtii opportunities both at 
home and in seltool.

Tltose responsible for 
euver-up and ihiiction must be 
demoted or dismissed from the 
service. And senior promotions 
sitoukl be put on hold until all of the 
ntimes have been cleared of 
misbehavior or cover-up. 

Women must have the right to serve 
this country without being subjected 
to sexual attack.

I’m willing to concede tliat Mrs. Gore is 
Mrs. Quayle's match in this regard, but I 
wonder how Mrs. Gore and Milury Clinton 
will fare when they get u chance to kick 
around llieir respective views of the world. 

And wliat can Tipper Gore think of Bill 
Clinton'.’ Is he the kind of role model of 
family man she would endorse? 

I tliink not. More likely. Bush or Quayle 
would meet her standards. 

Operatives supporting Bush and Perot 
must be gleeful. Thougii the president is_ 
prone to overreaclion.

Sonic booms quiet in discussion 

One very obvious omission in the 
discussion of the bombing range in Owyhee 
County is the topic of sonic booms. I'm sure 
they have been mentioned somewhere along 
the line, but I’m sure this subject has not

plane as long as the plane is flying at 
supersonic speeds. 

When a plane is flying at supersonic speeds 
at an altitude of 65,000 feel, the trailing shock 
wave that is sweeping the ground will be as 
wide os 50 to 60 miles. 'At lower altitudes, the 
shock wave is narrower but more intense. 

Given the large turning radius of a plane 
flying at supersonic speeds, it seems 
altogether likely that the "boom zone" will 
cover most of southwestern Idaho and 
probably spill over into south central Idaho. 

Damage resulting from sonic booms i.s 
wcll-documcnlcd. When on F-104 flew over 
the Uplands Airport in Oltowa. Canada, at 
supersonic speed at 500 feet, it broke most 
of the windows in the terminal building, 
twisted metal frames and jarred loose much 
of the building's insulation. The damage 
was e.stimatcd at S500.000 (Mechanics 
Illustrated. Oct. 1965). 

When a military plane flew low over Will 
Rogers Terminal in Oklahoma City in the 
mid-1950s, the boom caused an estimated 
S500.000 damage (Congressional Record, 
June 20.

Depression 
can wreak 
havoc on 
unsuspecting 

Many of us live with a cunning malady 
in one way or another. 

Without knowing it. we often 
experience the impacts of it on those we 
lovc.-Marty-of us have had our lives 
ripped opart because of it. And some of 
us suffer from it even now. It is silent, it 
is insidious, and sometimes it kills. It is 
depression.

It behooves us all to understand more 
about a disorder that is so powerful that 
it often shapes thfe course of our lives 
without our even understanding that it is 

-in our vicinity - - . 

Perhaps the most up-to-date and 
credible reference regarding depression 
for the lay person is a book written by 
Demitri and Janice Papolos (Publisher: 
HnrpcrPcrcnnial) called, simply, 
"Overcoming Depression.” This I992_. . 
title sympathetically presents state-of- 
the-art medical information and advice 
that empowers people to participate 
actively in diagnosis and treatment. 

The word “depression" conveys only 
that a person experiences a "down 
mood," but there is much more to the 
malady .than that. Depression actually 
resides on a continuum: at one end is a 
unipolar (one pole) disorder; at the other 
end is a bipolar (two pole) disorder. In 
the middle arc thosc-who may suffer 
from cyclothymia, a milder form of 
bipolar disorder. 

The Papoloses describe the insidious 
effect of depression on sufferers: "Most 
patients report a change in their thought 
patterns in both the rate and content of 
thoughts,” note these authors. "There is a 
paucity of ideas and a loss of the natural 
capacity to imagine a future. When the 
mind is laid barren of thought, the 
imagination cannot make the ncccssory 
leap into the future, and the individual 
experiences himself as out of time and_ 
isolated from the ongoing current of life. 
He cannot reconnect. 

"It is common for people in the throes 
of a depression to feel that the world is 
drained of color - that everything is stale 
, and empty and that there is no Tight at 
the end of the tunnel.' Previously 
enjoyed activities hold no interest or 
pleasure for them.” 

Sufferers also experience severe 
. disturbances in sleep patterns, sometimes 
having trouble at night going to sleep or 
slaying sleep; or they may wake up ewly 
and be overtaken by anxious, guilty 
thoughts they cannot quell. They may 
also sleep excessively without ever 
feeling rested. In addition, people may 
experience appetite chaiigcs and bodily 
pains such as headaches, backaches.

Researchers see aid for 
age-related blindness 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - Researchers 
suy cliey'vc stumbled tipiut a pos- 
sible treatment to reverse one 
fomi of age-rclalcd innquhir de- 
generation. tile leading cause i)f 
blindness in older Aitieric.ms. 

Hie pnKedurc involves surgi- 
cally removing abnormal scar tis- 
sue beneath the retina, ahaig with 
a single layer of cells. Tlie re- 
searchers have found that the 
cells cvcniu.-)lly rcgcncrajc. gnul- 
ually restoring eyesight, said Dr. 
Henry J. Kaplan, one of liie lead- 
ers of the .study. 

. Agc-rctatcd macular degenera- 
tion is a condition in which the 
center of the eye's retina, called 
the macula, is no longer able m 
pmpcriy process light into visitni. 
Studies estimate that by al- 
most llirce-foiinhs of a million 
people will i>c blind in one nr, 
bt)th eyes as a result of age-relat- 
ed macular degeneration. 

"Hicy don't go completely 
blind, but it just gets continually 
•worse until you can't even see 
the big E on ibe eye chart." Ka- 
plan siiid. 

Kaplan is head of the depun- 
ment of ophlliahnology and visu- 
al sciences at Washinghn? Uni- 
versity. He presented his findings 
recently at the meeting of the As- 
stKiaiiot) for Research iti Vision 
and Ophthalmology in Sanisoia.' 
Fla. 

His team hail set out to 'End out 
whether the cells, known as rcti-

Research

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Scientists 
liuve idcntiried a protein that usually . 
appears only during the few ilay.s of a 
woman's menstrual cycle when preg- 
nancy cun begin. 

Tlie di-scovery eventually may help 
solve infcniliiy problems and lead to 
new types of contraception, said 
Bruce A. Lesscy. who led a team of 
researchers f^rom the University of 
Pennsylvania and the independent 
Wistar Insiiiuie. 

"Wc can't prove yet that it is impor- 
tant.” said Lc.sscy. a reproductive en- 
docrinologist at Penn. 

However, the research appc.irs to 
provide a clear signal of (he two- lo 
ihrcc-day interval when an embryo 
can attach to the lining of a uterus, he 
said. 

The re.scarchcrs' findings were to 
appear in The Journal of Ginical In- 
vestigation, published by Rockefeller 
University Prcs.s in New York.

Hcre'.s yet another smoking risk: lung cancer for 
your dog. 

A Colorado researcher has found that dogs, espe- 
cially those with short noses such as Pekingese or 
bulldogs, arc 50 percent more likely to develop lung 
cancer when they live wiiii owners who smoke. 

John Rcif. a professor of environmental health at 
Colorado State University, looked at the lifestyles (as 
il were) of 5 1 dogs with lung cancer from two major 
veterinary teaching hospitals — one at Colorado 
State and the other at the University of Illinois. Rc- 
.searchers also studied medical records and living 
conditions of 83 dogs with other forms of cancer. 

Rcif. who is using dogs a.s a model for environ- 


mental effects on humans, found (hat long-nosed ones 
(collies and retrievers, for example) seemed to be 
protected against passive smoke. Other studies have 
suggested that long noses were able to filter carcino- 
gens before tlicy readied the lungs. However, the 
long-nosed breeds were more susceptible to na.s:il 
cancers. 

Ncvcnbclcss. Rcif said, the study "corrobonites 
and extends findings that exposure lo environmental 
tobacco smoke increases the risk of huiivan lung can- 
cer.” 

The study appeared in the American Journal of 
Epidemiology earlier tliis year. Rcif also is studying 
.the effects of pesticides on dogs. "Pels mimic the 
conditions under which humans live." Rcif said, "but 
dogs usually hove much simpler lives.”

They found a strong a.ssociation be- 
tween the fractures and the use of two 
common narcotic painkillers: codcirK 
and propoxyplicnc. The evaluation also 
suggests that when people sloiT taking 
lhc.se medications, ilicir risk is greotest. 


In general, the analysis found that oldr 
people taking codeine or prof- 
oxyphcnc were 60 percent more likek 
to break their hips than people w.b 
didn’t take painkillers. 

But in iIk period when people begn 
taking (he painkillers, (heir risk wis 
120 percent liighcr tlum for others wio 
didn't take the drugs.

Who helps battered husbands? 


I-INDLAY. Ohio (AP) - Counselors who work 
with battered men and women say it's especially dif- 
ficult for men to admit they have lieen abused. 

"Imagine how difficult it is for a woman to pick up 
the hot line and say she's been abused. Ilien imagiite 
the embarrassment a man feels when he' calls ami he 
reaches a woman at the other end of that hot line." 
said Joan Dugan, who runs a shelter for battered 
women in northeastern Ohio. 

Dugan is director of Action Ohio, a nonprofit 
group tiiat lobbies for legislation to help baltcrcrl 
women. 

Steve Piatt, director of the Ohio Batterers Net- 
work, said emphasis on domestic violence funding 
and help should continue to be placed on women 
abused by men. But he said the problems men face 
should not lie ignored. 

Piatt's nonprofit group helps set guidelines for 
.shelters. Ho also is director of Tlie Batterers' Group, 
whieh treats men and women who abuse their males. 

He said women abuse men for the same reasons as 
men who abuse women. 


“'nicy have a liatd time detiling wiili ihe pain Ik*- 
ncaih their anger, 'iliey sec it as a way of dealing 
with problems. Tlicy give ihemselvcs pennission to 
be verbally and physically violcni." Piatt said. 

First Step, whicti operates a shelter for haltered 
women and a trcattiicnl program in Fosloria, earlier 
this year set up a prognun called Passages for bat- 
tered men and women to itilk in groups. A coiin.selor 
helps them cope. 

There arc about 2U men and women in eacli ses- 
sion.'' and the group includes abused men as well as 
men who were convicted of abusing women. 

"They feel a lillle uncoml'oriable in the licgiii- 
ning,” said David Kngic. pnigraiii director, 'nien 
they have indicated that they were glad they hail tlie, 
opportunity to share wiili a male llicir perspective." 

Engle thinks more abused men will seek help. 

"Right now. it's not a macho thing to admit that 
your wife beats ... you. But I think more men will 
come forward bcctiusc they arc slartitig to say. jl 
have rights, too."* he said.

attack women, if one includes minor 
violence like a slap or shove. 

He stressed that Ihe picture is far 
(lifferent if one focuses on injuries. 
Women arc six to seven times more 
likely to h'e seriously injured in a do- 
mestic dispute than men are. he said. 
Tliat is p.inly Iweaiise of gender dif- 
ferences in strength, but also "I think 
women in most eases don't liiwe as 
much iment to injure." lie said.' 

Only a minority of fights are bad 
enough to cause such injury, Straus 
said. A national survey found that 
(wu-lhirds of physical conflicU in- 
volved only what he called minor vi- 
olence: slapping, shoving and throw- 
ing plates or other objects, lie said. 

Ceffner said .sludie.v .showing that 
women physically attack men as of- 
ten as the reverse t)verlook a crucial 
ptsini: "Is he really in fear, is he be- 


ing intimidated, or is she striking, 
hack in self-defense'.’" 

Hie question of who is doing the 
intimidating is particularly important 
to answer in cases of "inuiual com- 
bat,'’ 'in which a tnan and a woman 
|)il each other. Some research sug- 
gests this occurs in 20 [lercent to 35 
percent of domestic physical fights. 
Gcffner said. 

"When you talk (o some of these 
men in treatment, they say. 'She hurt 
me. but I wasn't really afraid of her. 

I knew she couldn’t really hurl me.’" 
he said. 

Police .samelime.s arrest both par- 
lies after mutual combat, but they 
should instead try to deicnnine who 
was doing liie inimidaiing. he said. 

Straus sjiid violence prevention ef- 
forts should focus on assaults by 
men, but "we’re not going to lie able 
to end wife-l>caling until we end Ihe 
u.se of violence by wives them- 
selves." 

If a wife slaps her liusband for 
saying or doing something outra- 
geous, Straus said. Ihe man migiu hit 
her hack. 

And even if the man does not hit 
hack imniediaiely. "the damage is 
still done. ... Sooner or later it's go- 
ing to l>c her tiini to do something 
that he thinks is outrageous, and 
she's not listening to reason, and 
then she's provided the moral justifi- 
cation for hitting her."

THM Bionwdical Inc. of Duluth 
1ms developed a product that dim- 
.mates tlie need for bone grafts, 
thereby cutting the risk of spread- 
ing .icqiiired immune deficiency 
.syndrome, 

n>e U.S. Patent Office .says it 
will issue a patent for the bone, 
tissue and soft-tissue substiluic de- 
vice on July 2H. Tlie company will 
seek :ipproval from the Food and 
Drug .Administration after the 
patent is issued. 

THM. which employs eight re- 
searchers in Duluth, :dso will try 
to raise money — "in the millions 
of dollars," a spokesman said Fri- 
Jay — to nmrkct the device, ob- 
tain larger facilities and perfonn 
more research and development. 

Tlie product is a hiodegnidable 
implant lluu helps the body pro- 
duce its own bone. It also helps 
heal defects in canilage and soft 
li.ssiic. 

THM's vice president of re- 
scarcli and development. Dr. John 
Drekkc. developed the product. He 


is a dentist. 

A biodegradable prilymcr sponge 
is implanted in the area of the 
wound or void. Tlie sponge con- 
tains special proteins that attract 
immature cells from the blood, Tlie 
immature cells aiiacli to ilw 
.sponge, where other proteins con- 
tained in the device induce the cells 
to change into bone-fomiing cells. 
Tlie polymer sponge degrades us 
the tissue heals. 

Tlie same technology can be 
used 10 elirninme skin grafts in the 
ireatmenl of bums.

Clinton woos Brown, Jackson; party leaders promote unity

NEW YORK — Bill Clinton readied out to 
Jerry Brown and Jesse Jackson on Sunday as. 
Democrats worked to polish their four-day 
national convention as a harmonious prelude 
to liie full campaign. 

Delegates mulled the parly’s chances of 
capturing the Wliite House. 

Madison Square Garden was ready at last; 
technicians experimented with the arena’s 
video system and pul a noisy brass band 
through its rehearsal paees.

Away from the glare, Clinton worked on 
his convention acceptance speech, and 
warmed up for the Thursday night delivery 
with a blast at the Republicans. Tlicir “lack of 
leadership is appalling," he said in a 
statement. “The American people deserve 
better.” 

‘Running- mate Albert Gore -Jr:, party- 
chairman Ron Brown and others made the 
rounds of the talk shows, stressing party unity 
as Clinton heads into the campaign against 
President Bush and independent Ross Perot. 

A Los Angeles Times survey indicated the 
race is a statistical dead heat. 

"This is the mosl unified the Democratic 
party has been in two decades.” Ron Brown 
said. The convention, he added. "\s the 
kickofT of the general election campaign." 

Clinton and Gore will leave New York on 
Friday on a six-day bus tour through eight 
slates, ending in St. Louis. 

Clinton worked Sunday to smooth relations 
with Jackson and Brown. Aide Jefr Eller said 
the Arkansas governor telephoned the two 
men, one an occasional antagonist, the other a 
rival from the primary campaign who has yet 
td-offer an endorsement. Jackson said 
Suturilay night that he planned to vote for 
Clinton. Brown told supporters in Central 
Park that "things arc moving in a positive 
direction," thouglutot at the speed some 
DemocraLs would tike. 

Among other former primary rivals, Paul 
Tsongus greeted supporters In a Manhattan 
restaurant, and said his message of fiscal 
austerity and the need for economic recovery 
had gotten dtrough. 

Political conventions customarily give the 
nominee a boost in the polls, and Demoemts 
were angling for a big one. 

To that end, they scripted a madc-for- 
television production designed to highlight 
not only the nominee but social ills the 
Democrats have promised to tackle. A 14* 
minute videotape- was produced to depict 
Clinton's triumph over humble beginnings in 
small-town Arkansas. An AIDS victim was 
on the schedule, and a New Hampshire man, 
Ron Machos, who can’t switch jobs because 
he would lose health care needed for a child 
who had open-heart surgery. 

Clinton punctuated the theme in a brief 
statement. "For the last 12 years our 
government has failed the American people. 
Tlic Reagan-Biish-Quaylc Administration h.as 
deprived this country of any real investment 
in our people." 

Republican party chairman Rich Bond 
made a foray into the convention city to scoff 
at Clinton as "the failed governor of a small 
srate.”

Not only did he 
faiQo realize where the high cards 
wc 5 f but he went down for Ihe count 
after taking an uppercut he should 
have seen coming. i 

Dummy's heart ace won and 
dummy's trump queen lost to East's 
ace. Elast led two high hearts and 
South ruffed to lead a trump to' 
dummy's Jack. When trumps failed 
to split 2-2, South tried to sneak 
back to his hand by leading a dia- 
mond. East was not buying, so he 
hopped up with his ace and led a 
fourth heart, promoting West's 
trump 10 to the setting trick. A 
clean knockout. 

Where did South make his mis- 
take? He couldn't play the trump 
suit any differently, but he could 
have solved his problems in 
communication. 

When East leads the third round 
of hearts (after winning his trump 
ace), South should resist the tempta- 
tion to ruff, and discard his single- 
ton diamond instead. What can East 
do now? If East persists in hearts, 
dummy's trump jack protects 
against an overruff, and If Elast 
leads anything else. South has safe 
tr.tn^ portatlon~ between' his hand 
and dummy so that he can draw 
West's lost trump.
